Warning as to Steamer Sighted 
North of Azores Sent Out by 
Allies’ Warships. 


MIAMI, Florida, Dec. 11.—British 
cruisers in West Indian waters are 
sending out frequent warnings to al- 
ned merchantmen, urging them to watctk.

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—A heavily 
armed steamship, fitted with torpe 10 
tubes, has been sighted about 0 miles 
north of the Azores in the middle of the 
steamship lane, according to a wireless 
warning flashed last night to merchant 
vessels of the entente allies by a British 
or French cruiser lying off Sandy Hook.

CHICAGO, Dec. 11—A story that set

mer wife, was told today.” Howard De- 
weese walked into the Central Police 
Station Saturday night and asked to be 
arrested, so that he could clear up @ 
murder mystery. The Chicago police 
regard the case as one of the strangest 
that, has come under their observation. 

To-detectives who examined him, the 
man, who confessed that he was a pro- 
fessional burglar, said that he left New 
York in November, 1916, with the wife 
of Harry W. Fisher, a haberdasher in 
Second avenue, New York; that he 
had married her in August of this year 
after she had obtained a Reno divorce, 
and while living together in Salt Lake 
under the name of Mr. and Mrs. D. C. 
Robbins she had been murdered. De- 
weese protested that he had fled only 
because he feared that his former rec- 
ord as a burglar would convict him. 

Deweese said that he made “good 
hauls” from San Diego to Seattle, while 
Mrs. Fisher was waiting im’ Reno for 
her divorce. He said that the Chief of 
Police and a Deputy Sheriff of Reno 
witnessed their marriage, and that, in 
Salt Lake, they lived within two doors 
of the county jail. 

In describing the circumstances of the 
“murder, so far as he knéw them, De- 
weese’s version was: N 

„We got to Salt Lake on Sept. 20. 
She had about 510,000 worth of jewelry 
that I had given her. I went out one 
night looking for a job in my line and 
did not come home-until 5 o’clock in the 
morning. When I entered the room I 
found her dead in bed. She had beén 
clubbed to death. All the jewelry. and 
what money she had was gone. 

“I destroyed all marks of identity and 
all letters and caught an Oregon Short 
Line train for Ogden. I went to Chey- 
enne, where I saw by the papers that 
I was accused of the murder. I have 
been dodging since. 

“Mrs. Fisher was about 36. She has 
a son, 17 years of age, who works for 
Cluett, Peabody & Co. in New York. 
He has seen me give her jewelr?. 

J served three years in Indiana on 
the charge of robbing Dr. McClaskey ‘n 
Fort Wayne. That is the only time I 
have done.“ . 

Deweese's photograph was found in 
the police files here. The record at- 
tached said he was known as Martin, 
Morton and Crovier, and that he had 
been sentenced to the Jeffersonville

Commission on Social Service 
Also Recommends Stand for 
Standard Living Wage. 


AID FOR WOMAN’S CAUSE 


Sympathetic Attitude Towards 
Public Servants Recommended; 
Faults in Evangelism. 


The Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America, in session at the 
Second Baptist Church, was urged by 
its Commigsion on Social Service, in a 
report submitted today, to support the 
struggle of workers for a shorter labor 
day and a living wage. 

The commission urged better organiza- 
tion among the churches for education 
for social service, and discussed che 
relation of the pulpit to politics, say- 
ing: 

In their relation to public officials, 
ministers, evangelists and ministers’ as- 
sociations are urged to reduce the pre- 
vailing attitude of criticism toward 
public servants and to adopt one of sym- 


pathy and co-operation, reserving pub- | 


lic attacks, as workingmen reserve the 
strike, to be used only as a last resort. 
The remarkable advance in municipal 
government in the United States dur- 
ing the last decade justifies suca a 
change of attitude.” 

Problem of Unemployment. 


It also took up the problem of unem- 
ployment, and declared that when a 
period of unemployment due to indus- 
trial depression strikes a coimmunity, it 
is immensely importatn for the churches 
to organize in a great way, to ineet the 
emergency.” 

“The present moment. it continued, 
“when; the industry of the aten ts at 
flood-tide, when the problem is net ta 
find work, but to get workers, is an „p- 
portune time in which to think thro::gh 
the proble’ns of unemployment à order 
to obviate future crises so far as that 
may be possible, and to prepare for an 
emergency of unemployment, should it 
Arise. 

Ihe problems of housing, commereial- 
ized vice, prison reform, overwork, 
standard living wage, and others were 
discussed, with attention given als. to 
the equal status of women. Tae enurch 
has been backward in he matter of 
the woman’s cause, according to the 
commission, and in conclusion it says: 


Ald for Women Advocated. 


In the present crisis of the relation 
of the sexes, due in part to the cul.ni- 
nation ef the movement for the freedom 
af yvomen. coincident with the econcmic 
changes of the war, we urge thut ihe 
churches lend their aid to the women; 
that they use their utmcust endeavors 
to protect the home and to safeguard 
those women, particulariy fnose girls, 
who go out from it into industry; that 
they stand for thé principles of ¢qual- 
ity ot recompense where there is equal 
agrvice, and for full fraedem of entrance 
into the worid’s work; that they rem- 
force the spirit of chivalry tcwerds 
women under these changed conditicns.” 

The Commission on Evangelism de- 
clared, in its report, that there is no 
dispute about the need of evangelism. 
“With about 1,500,000 souls added to our 
population each year, and about 750,000 
of these brought to Christ each year,“ 
the commission says, we are confronted 
with a staggering problem in mathe- 
matics—how long, at this rate, is it 
going to take to evangelize the United 
States?“ 


Faults of Evangelism. 


The faults and evils of the present 
system-of evangelism are reviewed, and 
a recommendation is made for a system 
by which credentials shall be furnished 
to responsible and capable men, thus 
protecting churches from an undesirable 
class. “Cheap imitation of Billy Sun- 
day’’ is spoken of as one of the faults 
of some evangelists. 

Under the head of “Distorted Evan- 
gelism,”’ the report says: 

“We ask frankly if any evangelist 
considers it in keeping with the dignity 
of the gospel he preaches, or worthy 
of the spirit of the ever self-abnegating 
Christ in whose stead he stands to min- 
ister, to go to the photograph gallery 
and put himself into all sorts of ridicu- 
lous attitudes that would’ do justice to

confesses that he has been as guilty as

But when 
it is seen that Molly is going to reduce, 
right under the eyes of the audience, 
and get into that slender dress that she 
wore years before, when she last saw 
her beloved Alfred, Miss Franklin's 


qualifications for the role, on its physi- 
cal side, become impressive. A really 


fleshy actress would face a serious 
problem on approaching the latter part 
of the play, when Molly has been 
through the reduction works. 

“The Melting of Molly” is a book 
play, by Maria Thompson Daviess, one 
of the most pleasing writers whom the 
Messrs. Bobbs ever merrilled into a best 
seller. It would be a more suitable 
play for Miss Franklin if less fuss were 
made about the high social position of 
Molly and her family. Miss Franklin is 
a. folksy body with a most amusing 
gift of facial expression, and a voice re- 


markably suited for familiar comedy 
and equally unsuited for a role which 


smacks of social exclusiveness. 
Friend Husband Helps. 

But this is hardly a matter to corru- 
gate one’s brow about, when comedy 
is so near the line of farce ag it is in 
this ulay. Which side of the line it is 
on, might be an inviting tepic for dis- 
cussion between the: acts, if Burton 
Green did not keep one so pleasantly 
engaged in listening to his strigg per- 
formers in the orchestra. Miss Frank- 
lin, in pr-v-t-l-f-, is Mrs. Green and Hus- 
band Burton, besides presiding at the 
piano, has furnished the music for the 
‘four songs which she sings whenever 
the stage is momentarily clear. These 
airs are played over by the reinforced 
orchestra so industriously that it is 
quite a surprise, on leaving the theater, 
to find no vendor of sheet music_sta- 
tioned in the lobby.

Dr. Moore helps her to re- 
duee, though every pound that Molly 
loses makes the doctor’s own: love for 
her seem more hopeless. Spinach is the 
only dish of which he permits her to 
eat as much as she wishes. Lemons, 
five-mile walks, Indian clubs and iron- 
ing are other ingredients @f his treat- 
ment. 

A’ Molly’s flesh leaves her, her vision 
of Alfred becomes more idealized, and 
when he proves to be a human hippo, 
notable for his Gargantuan appetite 
and his relentless hatred of himself, the 
melted Molly alternately freezes and 
boils, until the doctor, working for 
himself this time, restores an equable 
temperature. This light and simple 
story is complicated, about the time of 
Alfred’s return, 
ment, diplomatic complications and a 
proxy wedding, which serve chiefly to 
give other characters something to do. 

The, play cannot be said to lack ac- 
tion. Miss Franklin rolls on the floor, 
in the reducing scene, clear across the 
stage. George S. Trimble, as the re- 
turning Alfred, Harold Vosburgh as 
the doctor, and Grace Carlyle as a 
woman writer, have the chief support- 
ing roles in a cast of 14 players.

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| . WHY LIVING Is COSTLY. 

The New York World has been following to 
their source some of the chief influences con- 
tributing to the high price of food products. The 
pursuit led it, not to the East and the war zone 
which has to bear so many of the sins of the 
forestallers and famine makers, but to the mid- 
continental region of the West. At Chicago, the 
pursuit halted. 

That city is the scene of the world’s greatest 
dealings in cereal crops. It has snatched from 
other centers pre-eminence in dairy products. It 
is the home of tremendous meat packing plants 
composing that elusive but still highly corporeal 
entity, the cious Beef Trust. We know that 
in recent years the packers have been extending 
their control to many food products other than 
meats. 

These are some of the things the World dis- 
covered in its investigations: 

That the wheat Gctually harvested in the 
country amounted to 642,000, 000 dushels and 

that 80,000,000 bushels of wheat was carried 
over from last year. 

That the mazimum requirement of this 
country for food and seed is 600,000,000 
bushels. That: our actual surplus of wheat 
was 122,000,000 bushels, of which only 68,- 
000,000 has so far been exported. 

That the visible supply, not including 
wheat in farmers’ hands and wheat stored 
for seed, is 63,262,000 bushels compared with 
46,820,000 at this time last yegr. 

Aad still the wheat quotation this year 
has been as high as $1.95 and closed Satur- 
day in the neighborhood of $1.76. 

That the hogs in the country number 68,- 
047,000, compared, with 64,618,000 in 1915 and 
58,933,000 in 1914; the cows number 21,988, 
000, compared. with 21, 262, 000 one year. ago 
and 20,737,000 two years ago; the other cattle 
39,453,000 compared with SA067,000 one year 
ago and 35,855,000 two years ago; and sheep 
amounted to 49,162,000, a reduction of a few 
hundred thousand compared with 1915 and 
191}. 

That the corn crop amounted to 2,717,938, 
000: dbushels, one of the five greatest corn 
crops in history, and that 1,138,773,000 buskeis 
was carried over from last year. Still corn 
closed Saturday at 93 cents. 

That in. spite of the increase in hogs and 

_ other livestock and the enormous supply of 
corn, pork and other meate are almost un- 
precedtntedly high. 

That three men who travel the $9 miles 
from Chicago to Elgin, In., every Saturday 
morning fiz the price at which miltions of 
pounds of butter is sold—so firing it some- 
times on perfunctory transactions involving 
not more than 25 tubs of butter. 

at in spite of the increase in cows, dairy 
products are outrageously high. 

That the eggs in cold storage amount to 
2,794,295 crates, a decrease of 24 per cent 
compared with last year, while prices havé 
increased 100 per cent. 

Such data are fundamental in helping us to an 
understanding of the problem of high prices. A 
study of them in their proper relation is essential 
to intelligent mé@aztre of relief from the burden 
of vastly increased living cost: 

The complex causes leading to advanced prices 
include many artificial as well as natural in- 
fluences. A tendency toward higher prices grow- 
ing out of umavoidable conditions has been 
accelerated by adroit, experienced hands. New 
relations established in world production and 
world consumption have been seized on as an 
excuse for merciless extortion. 

Control of the nation’s food supply, like con- 
trol of its credit supply and money prior to the 
reformation .of the banking system, has fallen 
into so few hands as to create a menace to the 
wellbeing of the country. 
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After all, increased cost has put a stop to much 
stupid wastefulness, | 
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WAGE BONUSES FOR LABOR. 

The Santa Fe road’s bonus of 92, 750,000 10 its 
unorganized employes in receipt of less than $2500 
a year is only one of a large number of instances 
in Which Wealthy employers have conceded to em- 
ployes huge sums in excess of those it had con- 
tracted to give. 

For instahce, the Western Union directors have 
awarded from 6 to 7 per cent of their annual pay 
as a gratuity to employes receiving less than $2000 
a year, the total bonus being about $1,500,000. 
The paper mills in Holyoke, Agawam, Mitti- 
neague and Berkshire counties in Massachusetts 
have voluntarily granted a bonus equivalent to 
10 per cent of salaries, to 1 ‘arly 5000 employes. 
A half-dozen paper mills in the vicinity of Pitts- 
field, Mass., have given a like percevtage to 2000 
employes. ‘The recent bonus award by the big 
steel companies of Pennsylvania is well remem- 
bered. Smaller steel companies in that and other 
States are taking the same action. In fact, in- 
creases in future pay and grants of extra com- 
pensation service after the gervice has been 
rendered are annaunced in too great numbers to 
keep track of them. 

But no talk about pampering waehees, Gener: 
alfzing them by disturbing the law of supply and 
demand in the labor market, encouraging 
in unrest and discontent, such as whs heard 
Mr. ‘Ford put his $ minimum wage in effect for 
work previously commanding hardly more than
